-Thin coats of paint are best (engraving doesn't fill up with paint) 

-To A.B's notes: 


<<--Latex house paint. Water soluble, dries hard. I did not have good luck 
with this, it left a residue that was very hard to get off.>> 
denatured or rubbing alcohol works great at getting the haze off!! 


<<In any case, let your original coat harden for several days (or bake it) 
before overpainting.>> 

I let mine sit for a week or two. This is real hard to do when its the last 
step of your favorite project!

This has been discussed extensively on the R-390 list. Four elixirs have 
been proposed, each with enthusiastic supporters: 


VV VV VV WV 


One more elixir: This has been disclosed before by another poster but I 
too use this method and it has worked in every case. First, allow the 
paint on the panel to thoroughly dry (72 hours an room temperature 
minimum). Use a durable, densely pigmented ("appliance white") oil based 
enamel. Fill an engraved letter with paint using a tiny tipped artist's 
brush (about three or four strands at the tip). Take a piece of smooth 
paper (like note pad or typing paper) and wet with paint thinner (mineral 
spirits). Pat the paper with a clean dry cloth until there is no runny 
thinner evident on the paper. Place the paper onto the paint filled letter 
and wipe in a circular motion. Repeat with a freshly treated paper. About 
the third or fourth paper the paint will disappear from around the letter 
leaving just the engraving filled. Why does this work? Smooth paper has a 
very short and fine "knap" and behaves just like a bath towel. The added 
paint thinner disolves the paint so that the paper can easily absorb the 


disolved paint. After the paint is completely dry remove any haze by 
gently polishing with car wax.

Yup. That explains why radios just "go bad just sitting". The judicious 
(careful) application of water repellents to coils and capacitors will help 
to even things out a bit. I'm speaking of low loss silicone oils found in 
tuner lubricants. Ya gotta watch out what kind of coils you put it on, 
lest they come apart. It can also affect interwinding capacitance and then 
things won't align right. Stacked mica compression trimmers get goofy if 
you get the oil in-between the micas. After applying do the usual bake out 
and then align. Less problems with moisture next time you fire it up. 

Only for the brave and foolish, however.

Okay, Gang, this fascinating thread has finally hooked me. My first 
mobile was in 1959, when I was a junior in high school. The car was an 
English-built Hillman Minx, with a 51 hp engine. One of the worst cars I 
ever saw, but cheap. My rig consisted of a dynamotor-powered homebrew AM 10 
meter rig, running a single 6146 and a couple of 6L6 modulators. The 
receiver was a Regency Convertor hooked to the car radio, and the antenna 
was an 8 £t whip on the rear bumber. The setup actually worked pretty well, 
and was especially adept at confusing police radar guns and allowing me and 
my buddys to inject our own dialogue onto the screen at drive-in movies. 
What a hoot, to our sixteen-year-old way of thinking! 


The summer after my senior year in college (1964) I scrounged up a mobile 
supply and mobile mount for my trusty KWM-1 and mounted it in my 1963 
Corvair Monza. The Corvair had the trunk in the front, so I mounted the 
supply just on the other side of the front firewall. My antenna was a 
Hustler, and the setup worked great, with one exception. THe KWM-1 is a 
pretty big radio, compared to the interrior of a Corvair, so the only place 
I could hang the rig was under the dash on the passenger side My new 
girlfriend (who eventually became my XYL) gouged her legs getting into the 
car for the first time. It eventually occured to me that the setup wasn't 
ideal for facilitating my lovelife, so after about a year I sold the KWM-1 
and replaced it with a smaller SBE SB-34. And while it was somewhat smaller 
than the KWM-1, the SBE-34 still got in the way of my XYLs legs. Used that 
setup for several years, and then finally got rid of both the SBE-34 and my 
XYL and got some peace. 


Today, after three decades of using f£.m. boxes, I've finally gotten back 


into h.£. mobile. Although I still have a KWM-1 and SBE-34, I'd rather keep 
my XYL.this time. I"ve therefore installed a little FT-100, with detachable 
head, and Yaesu ATAS-100 automatic antenna. It works slick, is tiny,and 
doesn't gouge my new XYL's legs. To be perfectly honest, however, I must 
report that she isn't all that thrilled with suffering through ECARS 
chatter on 7255kHz or 20 meter CW on long drives! Haven't yet found an 
acceptable solution to that dilemma.

Hi George, 


I find tuning on the KWS-1 to be quite tricky. There are numerous settings 
of the TUNE and LOAD controls that will give a plate current dip of the 
appropriate value (500mA on OPERATE), but many of these combinations will 
have low output power and, consequently, low efficiency. A wattmeter is a 
MUST in properly tuning the rig. Also, I find that the tuning is quite 
sensitive to antenna Z. My KWS-1 gets a bit squirrely (unstable) unless 
it faces a good 50 ohm load. I wouldn't worry about the plate current dip 
in the TUNE position. If the dip point is too high, then you probably need 
to reduce your loading control. 


Re your 75A4 AGC, I"d say you've definitely got an AGC problem or a product 
detector problem. The AGC should be smooth and distortionless, and you 
should be able to copy the strongest signals clearly with the RF gain all 
the way up. Try changing tubes to start with. I'm guessing you're not 
getting adequate AGC voltage, which could be a bad component somewhere -- 
most likely a capacitor.

Well let me start out with my HF mobile experience. 

Just out of tech school in 1964 (Capitol Radio Engineering Institute-CREI) I 
built a Heathkit HW-12 and put it in my 1954 Olds Holiday 88 with a bumper 
mount Webster Bandspanner. I used that until I bought a new 1966 Chevy 
Caprice coupe. Went a year without a mobile because I didn't want to 

drill any holes in the new car. In about 1967 I mounted a homebrew 
bugcatcher on the rear deck of the Caprice and ran my Heath SB-100. I ran 
this until I got married in 1977 and sold the Caprice because with gas 


prices so high, 27 miles to commute and 12 mpg on the Caprice I couldn't 
afford to keep running it. 


But, no one has answered the (to me) obvious question: (Other than the 
guy who told us about having two HW-101 radios stolen!), "Why did you 
quit doing HF mobile?" Makes a person wonder. Inquiring minds wanna 
know....

The reason I stopped HF mobile was: I replaced the Caprice with a much smaller 
Car, a BMW 2002 and of course there was no place to put the SB-100 except 
the passenger seat or floor and no wide area on which to body mount the 
bugcatcher unless I mounted it on the trunk lid which some did.

Guess what, still no room for a HF 
rig--just enough for a 2 meter one. However, with the new small remoteables 
such as the 706's and FT-100's I'm giving some thought to going back HF 
mobile. I still have the bugcatcher BTW. 

So I think that for many of us over the last 15 years or so the answer is 
Space. The cars just got too small for the big rigs we had.

There have been several comments here re Loktals and I would like to supply 
some early background. The only reason for their developement was their 
potentially lower manufacturing cost. Also they got around around the patents 
RCA held on the base configuration of the metal tubes. That they were 
better in VHF applications was only incidental ; but surely appreciated by 
designers in that small market. 

There were early use problems and the same continued to a lesser degree for 
a long time .First, the glass lead seals had a tendency to cracks 
particularily when subjected to strains or temperature extremes. Secondly the 
exhaust tube came down inside the central locating pin. If it were off 
center and touching the central locating pin it too was subject to breakage . 
Finally though they were called "Loktals", under shock some depending on the 
socket used did not stay in their sockets as well as metal or "GT's " !! 
But that was a minor matter. 


Motorola was in those days the dominant manufacturer of auto radios and were 
among the first to use Loktals . In the winter of the first production year 
( circa de 1937) they had built up a large inventory of auto radios for 
their summer sales . Then they discovered that many of the radios while in 
inventory had become were dead due to defective Loktals. The situation became 
so bad that Motorola shifted over their production to GTs and resocketed and 
retubed many of those previously produced Loktal sets to that construction 

as well. Motorola never used Loktals again but stuck with the GTs. Even two 
years later when the Delco Div of GM began using Loktals in their car radios 
these problems were still there though to a more tolerable degree.

(I sell these even cheaper. ) 


3) Fully tested, repaired and aligned as needed. 
(I ask a lot more. :-) Mainly because I may have 4-5 hours in the radio. 
Usually I offer a guarantee that they are as described. 


I forgot #4: Most/all caps and resistors replaced, aligned & tested. 
(I sometimes ask real money for these because I have real time and 
effort in them.) These are money back guaranteed. .

Ok, you say, but why look for one at all? Isn't this bargain basement 

brother of the ham bands HQ-110 a plain vanilla 455 superhet for BCB-30 
mc that didn't even have a real BFO. but a regenerative IF like a S-38 

something or a Hallicrafters SX-140? 


True, I might answer, but my interest is setting up a 1957 station with 
this RX, a Globe Hi Bander from Larry Ware, and a pair of RX converters 


from Tecraft and the carriage trade Tapetone folks. 


But the HQ-100 can stand on its on. It has a Q multiplier that helps its 
455 IF a lot and the designers did not kid themselves. The top band runs 
from 10 to 30 mc because they know, just like we do, that a 455 kc IF is 
of little serious use above 30M. There are ham bandspreads, of course on 
this example of what Tilton called a "two dial" receiver, but of 
particular note is the special 20BS setting that cuts in a special cap to 
monitor 14 mc where, by the way, all the classic VHF converters came 
down. 


Of course it has the silly little clock, and this one has both the 
calibrator and separate BFO installed too. It is, in short, one of the 
last two-dial superhets commonly used by hams before "single dial" ham 
bands RXs had it for a while and were finally killed off by the 
transceivers. 


How do I know that? Well, an undated but clearly 1957 letter from BA pal 
Frank, W2AMJ, was in the manual. Bro. Lester makes this point: 


"Anticipating only 25% of the sets would be used by dyed-in-the-wool CW 
operators (borne out by analysis of warranty card returns), we did not 
incorporate a separate BFO, but instead provided a composite circuit 
whereby the Q-multiplier would also serve as BFO for signal seeking." 


Thanks, Frank, you did just right.

The Phasotron is discussed in detail in Samuel Seeley's "Functional 
Circuits and Oscillators". This book give a cut-away drawing of the tube 
and an excellent explanation of its operation. A number of different 


techniques were used in the early days to develop FM, including a strange 
one with a CRT having no phosphor but instead a spiral target. The 
deflection plates would move the beam creating a net change in the 
inductance of an associated circuit. I think most of the exotic techniques 
were developed to avoid patent infringement, and to try to provide 
crystal-controlled frequency stability of the carrier.

Well, that's true, but it's not the whole story. Much went on between 
the time it was allocated and when we finally were able to use it. 
Here's the chronology as near as I can tell. Someone please correct 
any errors you see: 


During WW2: 

During the war while hams were off the air, Lieut. William Foley, 
W5MQ, served in the frequency section of Naval communications, and 
also served on the committee which determined the frequency needs of 
the government. Keep in mind that during WW2 the military was using 
the ham bands, among other frequencies. Lieut. Foley felt that there 
needed to be an allocation harmonically related to the existing bands, 
and proposed 21 Mc. 


1946: 


When the war was over Lieut. Foley, along with Lieut. A.L. Budlong, 
W1BUD, pushed to make 21 Mc part of the postwar amateur band 
allocation. 


1947: 

The 21 Mc band proposal was approved at the Atlantic City conference, 
but amateurs were not allowed to use it yet. The new allocations are 
scheduled to go into effect on January 1, 1949. 


1948: 

Phil Rand, W1DBM, performs some tests on 21 Mc from experimental 
station K2XBH in an effort to determine what level of interference 
might be expected in TV receivers with 21 Mc IFs. Turned out it was 
considerable. Radio Manufacturers Association suggests that future 
designs use a higher IF frequency. 


1949: 

A.L. Budlong, W1BUD (remember him?) asks "When do we get 21 Mc?" in 
the January QST editorial. He then explains that only the allocations 
above 27.5 Mc go into effect on Jan 1. Commercial services using the 
new 21 Mc band still have to be relocated. A target date of October 
1949 is set for the approval of this relocation. No 15m band this 
year. 


1950: 
Still no 15m band. 


1951: 

STILL no 15m band, but Collins begins advertising the KW-1 which has a 
15m position on the bandswitch. Some receivers start to appear with a 
15m section on the bandspread dial. 


1952: 

21 Mc is finally approved for amateur use, and the starting date is 
May 1st, 1952. Lots of construction articles start appearing in QST 
for exciters and amplifiers. ARRL sends a letter to TV manufacturers 
warning of possible interference to sets with a 21.25 Mc IF. 


1953: 
More articles appear for 21 Mc converters, yagis, and 21 Mc dial 
calibration schemes. First 15m WAS is reported. 


That's about how it happened as near as I can tell. I wasn't there - I 
was born over 7 years after the first 15m QSO was made. I'd be 
interested in hearing stories from folks who *werex there, however. 
Did you modify your existing gear, or build new stuff? Did it take a 
while for activity to pick up? Who made the first 15m DXCC? Did the TV 
sets with 21 Mc IFs give you grief?

Military ARC-5 3-receiver rack. Black wrinkle MT-65/ARC-5 rack 
for 3 command set receivers. This looks fine as long as you don't 
look too close. It has been touched up in places with a brush 
and the back cover of the junction box has been completely 
repainted an unoriginal black wrinkle. It is also missing one 
fuse cover. But there are no modifications or holes and it has 
the original famous blue tag.

The meter is marked "Pontavi" and appears to be a 
zero-center galvanometer. The binding posts have the letter "X" between 


them and this is obviously where the unknown is supposed to be connected. 


The big dial occupies the lower center section of the front panel and 
it has a fluted knob in the center. It is marked "0.5" through "50" at 
the edges of the dial. Next to the meter on the upper right side of 
the front panel sits the little dial with a fluted knob in the center. 
This dial is obviously a 5-position switch. The dial positions are 
marked "0.1", "1", 10", "100" and "1000." So my guess it the switch 
is selecting a multiplier. The big clue to the use of the device is 

a metal plate that sits between the two dials marked with a formula. 


The formula is X = (down arrow) x (up arrow) (the symbol Omega). 
The downward arrow is the index mark for the big dial. The upward 
arrow is the index mark for the multiplier switch. So the formula 
says "Set the big dial and multiplier in such a way that the meter 
goes to zero then multiply the multiplier reading times the dial 
reading to get the result in Ohms (Omega)." This thing is in nice shape 
except for one small chip out of the bakelite knob in the center of the 
big dial. There is an empty battery compartment accessible from 
underneath the unit. Heavy for its size. As-is. You figure
